More Acres In 
Texas Planted 
In Feed Crops 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7— The re­ 
duction of nearly 2,000,000 acres 
of cotton acreage in Texas during 
last year, which was replaced by 
feed and food crops, is pointed out 
in the annual review of agricultu­ 
ral condition* in th at S*ate issued 
by the United States D epartm ent 
of Agriculture. 
“ Perhaps the outstanding fea­ 
tu re of the 1927 crop season in 
Texas,” says the report submitted 
to the departm ent by IE H. Schutz, 
“ is the re-establishment of the be­ 
lief that the farm is primarily the 
place to make 
a 
living. 
Crop* 
were produced at a smaller outlay 
for hired labor, and more a tte n ­ 
tion than in years was given to 
home gardens and m eat produc­ 
tion. 
“ The reduction of almost 2,000,- 
000 acres in cotton 
acreage 
was 
largely replaced with feed and food 
crops with the result th at most fa r­ 
mers have had to buy com para­ 
tively little this year and are car­ 
rying over a surplus to help on the 
operation of another season. 
‘‘Although la*t y ear’s cotton crop 
was the largest ever raised, it n et­ 
ted the Texas growers approxi­ 
mately $100,000,000 less than the 
prsent production, which is 1,300,- 
000 bales belQw that of 1926. With 
the exception of the small grains, 
most crops have brought a greater 
net return per acre this year than 
last. 
“ All classes of live stock 
have 
done Well and returns have been 
satisfactory, (’attle sheep and goats 
are going into the winter in good 
condition. 
“ Almost everywhere farm ers are 
in a much better* financial condi 
tion than in several years. 
Debts 
of last year have practically all 
been liquidated and a surplus re­ 
mains after th® paym ent of this 
season’s obligation*. 
This 
situa­ 
tion is reflected in th© gross depos­ 
its of Federal 
Reserve 
member 
banks, which have reached the $ I ,- 
000,009,000 level for 
the 
second 
time in history. 
“ Retail trade in the larger cen­ 
ters ha* been >omewhat below that 
of a year ago, but wholesale dis­ 
tribution shows an increase. Build­ 
ing activity has not reached last 
year’s high level, nor has the pro­ 
duction of lumber.
